The State Department.  an- 
nounced tonight that on learning 
of the action of President Borno 
it had instructed John H. Russell, 
American High Commissioner in 
Haiti, to use his good offices in an 
effort to persuade President Borno 
to permit King to visit the island, 
but without avail. In the circum- 
stances there was nothing further 
the department could do in the 
Senator’s behalrt. 

The department, it wes an- 
nounced, felt that it would be best 
for all concerned for Senator King 
to have the opportunity to see for 
himself the benefits which had ac- 
crued to Haiti by American occu- 
pation. However, President Borno 
informed Ruasell that King had at- 
tacked him personally and_violent- 
iy in public speeches and that the 
Senator's visit to Haiti was to be 
made the occasion of antigovern- 
ment demonstrations which might 
assume serious proportions. 

In a statement, received today 
by the republic's legation here, Ca- 
mille Leon, the Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, notifies the Utah Sen- 
ator “that Haiti considers him as 
undesirable and the access of the 
territory of Haiti is forbidden to 
him.” 

Basis of Exclusion. 

“The attitude of the Haytian 
Government is justified,” the state- 
ment says, “by the following mo- 
tives: 

“First. Mr. King has publicly st- 
tered in the United States false and 
offensive declarations against the 
President of Haiti and his coadju- 
tors, who are carrying out faithful- 
ly the treaty of 1915, voted by the 
Senate of the United States and by 
the legislative body of Haiti. 

“Second, Mr. King has made 
himself in the United States the 
agent of the worst elements of dis- 
order of Haytian politics. His 
presence in Haiti would provoke a 
political agitation which woul 
create a general feeling of unrest 
and insecurity, whose consequences 
would be digartsrous to the popule- 
tion, now accustomed to peace and 
labor.”

But that was long ago Some- 
how, his deductions did not prove out when 
it came to applying them to his own home 
Perhaps he did not understand women ae 
he thought he did. 

Mr. Wilson had beem married before. His 
first wife was Rose Ceci) O'Neill, an artist. 
She became his wife in 1902 and remained

as such till 1908, 
when she obtained a 
divorce while he was 
in Paris. These were 
the days when the 
novelist was just 
establishing himself 
as a writer of fiction. 
He was working 
hard. His Iliterary 
endeavors consumed 
ali his time. Ac- 
cording to Mrs. Wil- 
eon, he accepted her 
as his wife “in name 
only.’ When ehe 
finally tired of her affiliation and sued for 
her “liberty bonds,’ his only comment was: 

“The legal action is merely the inevitable 
outcome of our amicable recognition of in- 
compatibility.’ 

He had not seen or heard from her in 
monthe. Rose O'Neill went to her former 
home in Bonney Brook, Missouri, and re- 
mained till the legal proceedings were ended. 


R. WILSON wae the editor of Puck 
AY, Ge 1896 till 1902. He wrote “The 
« Spenders’’ in the latter year. “The 
Seekers’ appeared in 1904; “‘The Boss of 
Little Aracady’ in 1906; ‘“‘The Man From 
Home.” written in collaboration with Booth 
Tarkington, appeared in 1908; “Bunker 
Rean’ came in 1912, ‘‘Ruggies of Red Gap” 
in 1915. The humorous story, ‘Oh, Doctor,” 
came in 1923. There were a half-dozen 
others, too

When an interviewer called to see him a 
couple of years ago, following his memor- 
able fiatic “duel at Carmel-by-the-Sea, he 
waa found in his bathrobe in an upper room 
of the home, before a battered old type 
writer. Sparke from his cigarette or pipe 
had burned holes in his raiment. The win- 
dows of his study were open, giving him a 
glimpee of the sea through branches of frag- 
rant pines. Hie mind appeared to be ab- 
sorbed in his stories. His letters were his 
entertainment. He is now 60 years of age. 

“I work eight, nine or ten hours a day,” 
he said. “three or four months im the year. 
The rest of the 12-month period I pase in 
the firm belief that I never shall be 
able to write another line. I work 
only in the @aylight, preferably in the fore-

noon. Never at night. After the mid- 
day meal I go into a trance for an hour, 
and wake up fresh. Jack’e a dull boy to his 
friends those workdays. They are al] warned 
not to come in saying, ‘The So-and-Sos are

He spent a great 
deal of time by him- 
seif, content with his 
novels, his typewriter 
and his dreams. His 
wife, who had de- 
clared his duel ‘‘too 
silly to be discuased,”’ 
was left more or less 
to her own resources. 
So she began study- 
ing soil culture, with 
a view of becoming a 
professional lan d- 
scape designer. She 
joined a class in ar- 
chitectural drawing 
to learn how to plan 
and she studied paint- 
ing under Cornelius 
Botke. While Harry 
Leon lent his ekiliful 
touch to his novels in 
the second atory of 
their home, Mrs. 
Wilson laid out the 
gardene and beautified the grounds of their 
estate in Carmel Heights. She de- 
signed lily ponds and artificial pools and 
presently was commissioned by others on 
the famed Monterey Peninsula to lay 
out and supervise the planting of their 
estates. She designed the court and garden 
of the “Theater of the Golden Bough” in 
Carmel. She had her two children, Harry 
Leon Wilaon Jr., now 13 years of age, and 
Helen, aged 12, to look after. So what 
could the abstracted writer in the second 
story of their home, with his battered old 
typewriter and his notes and manuscripts 
mean to her world of flowers? His life was 
in his books. A wall apparently had grown 
between them. His stories he never read 
to hia family before they went to the pub- 
lishers. This, he explained, was because 
he was a “rotten reader.’ Happenings in 
real life he found too incredibie 

“Only the fiction artist can believe real 
life as it ts,” he exclaimed. 

Once he found a whole novel, be said, in 
a newspaper paragraph of a dozen lines. In 
hie appraisal of life, he exhorted: 

“Anyone le lucky to have got in at al! on 
such a preposterous edvepture'’’ 


Always in search of ‘“‘local color’! He 
never takes time off, he said to an 
interviewer. When not writing he is think- 
ing. planning, dreaming. He makes notes 
on scraps of paper and stows them away. 
This was Harry Leon Wilson as a hus- 
band. When he wrote “Oh, Doctor,” he 
pictured a man’s dilemma thus: 

‘Between 6 and 7 he discussed with him- 
self the topic of women, reaching conclu- 
sions not unflattering to another sex. Wom- 
en made such an affair of dressing: it ex-

in adjoining rooms complicated the difficult 
performance with noises that must impair 
their efficiency. Was it necessary to run 
back and forth, to gabbie, to try on things 
they had no intention of wearing, to aban- 
don one style of hair dressing for another 
and then revert with seeming despair to the 
first? Why did they at the last moment re- 
member forgotten details, perhaps, after 
troubled queries, to discover they had not 
been forgotten? A man, now dressed with- 
out flurry and he kept still about it; and 
he was through on time, whereas these wom- 
en appeared 10 minutes iate.”’ 

Such ideas, although written into fiction, 
came from the novelist’s brain. And they 
may have reflected the attitude of his mind 
toward women. At any rate, the breach be- 
tween the novelist and Mrs. Wilson began 
widening, soon after his fietic ‘duel.’ She 
turned her attention to gardens and flow- 
ers and he to his books. The break came 
last March. The two, realizing the situa- 
tion, sat down and together planned the 
parting of their ways. Fourteen years ago 
he had seen her playing a part in “The 
Twelfth Night.’’ She then was 18 and he 
45. They were married in San Francisco 
June 13, 1912. But this gulf had come be- 
tween them. They could not go on as they 
were. A lawyer was calied and a document 
drawn which recited that Harry Leon Wilson 
and Helen Cooke Wilson were husband and 
wife but that ‘unhappy differences have 
arisen between them.’ So they had decided 
tu separate and agree on a division of thelr 
property. The document gave Mre. Wilson 
the use of the home at Carmel-by-the-Sea, a 
$14,000 note, a $3000 note and $350 a 
month. The community property was valued 
at $100,000, and Mrs. Wilson was to have 
half. Furthermore, the author was to pay 
the coet of rearing and educating the chil- 
dren and it was agreed that if either hus- 
band or wife inatituted suit for divorce, she 
wae to have custody of the two children. 
Another clause added that if he so desired, 
the father was to have Leon Jr. and little 
Helen half of their vacation periods from 
school each year. 


HE document signed, the two faced 
earh other to say good-by and then 
went out into the night, be one way 
and she another. Their romance was dead. 
The real-life story ended. Mrs. Wilson, with 
her children, faced the world alone save 
for the monthly remittance. The father 
packed his things and went up into Sieki- 
you County, California, and from there 
moved on into Oregon. Harry Leon Wilson 
was without a home. 

A year has gone by since that agreement 
for separation was drawn in February, 1926 
Now Mrs. Wileon says that their settiement 
on ea basie of $100,000 as representing the 
value of their community property wae un- 
fair He receives $100,000 a year in. royal- 
ties from his writings, she charges, and says 
that he deceived her when they made their 
division of property. She hes asked for an 
order from the court restraining him from 
disposing of his holdings in CaHfornia and 
for the payment of §600 a month alimony 
pending @teposition of the divorce case 

Has Harry Leon Wileon’s devotion to his 
stories wrecked his second marriage’ Did 
Helen Cooke Wilson find him impoesibie es 
a hueband, the way Rose Cecil O'Neill be 
lieved she did’ Does a writer's world of 
fantasy take his interest from the fireside 
circle and make him as a husband impos- 
sible? Two women seem to have found 
that to be true in the case of Harry Leon 
W lison. 

Perhaps he has become cynical about 
women. Perhaps any man would if his re- 
ward for fighting a ‘duel’ was only the re- 
mark, ‘It's too silly to be discussed!” Cer- 
tainly his battle was robbed of any sem- 
blance of “hero stuff.” So he and his wife 
have gone their separate ways.
